Veteran librarian Sharon Clarke had already 
been the standby information locator at Roosevelt.

The library offered a reference section with 
more than 14.000 books. 60 magazine 
subscriptions, two newspapers and access to the 
Public Library of Des Moines. 

The library also served as a meeting place for 
clubs like Sisters For Success, staff meetings, 
and an alternative to the 
cafeteria during lunch/The 
library is a socializing sorta 
thing," freshman Katie 
Wright said.

Language, or English Language Learners. It 
also stood for an Educational Second Life for 
many students. 

Students involved in E.S.L traveled from 
different countries to find a successful life in the 
U.S. The countries represented in student 
programs included Sudan, Vietnam, Mexico. 
Germany, Bosnia, Laos, Guatamala, and Albania. 

Most new ESL students were emotionally 
fragile and unstable. Volunteers and teachers 
helped the new students adapt to a new culture by 
using a supplementary program in addition to 
ESL classes called English Language Learners. 
Teacher Jennifer Shaw worked with many new 
students, and encouraged them to become more 
confident in their communication and language 

skills. 

When freshman Anjolie Amieth-Kongroar 

traveled from Sudan to the United Slates with her 
family in May of 200 1 , she found it a very paint u 1 
and trying experience to leave the rest of her 
friends and relatives behind.

E.S.L. teacher Val Laing worked with students 
in the English and world history departments that 
had been in the United States for a more significant 
amount of time. ik These students that came from 
war-torn countries are open 
to new beginnings," Laing 
said. 

In many cases, teachers 
found that despite the 
cultural barriers, ESL 
students' work ethic and 
aptitude were often better 
than many of their 
peers. "These kids come in 
here and actually do their 
work." science teacher 
Roger Miller said. 

For many ESL students, 
the transition from their old 
homes was more difficult 
than many imagined. But 
with the many new 
opportunities, they found a 
second chance for 
education and life.

his year the orchestra boated the largest group in a 
decade. The 72 member strong group was not only 
made up of enrolled students, but also out-of-district 
and home-school students interested in participating 
in the award-winning program. 

The number of students that attended the All- 
State Music Festival was also at an all time high. The 
three day music festival was held at Hilton Coliseum 
in Ames. Ten musicians were chosen to participate 
in the festival: violinists juniors Suzanne Wedeking 
and Natasha Kim and freshman Paul Child; violist 
junior Jenna Spiering; Cellists senior Ryan Child, 
junior Paige Richards and sophomore Neil 
Anderson; string bassists junior Ruthie Lucas and 
sophomore Joe Mattson; and alternate cellist 
sophomore Caitlin Sims. 

During the all-state audition students were required 
to play a solo piece, excerpts from orchestra music, 
and two randomly picked scales at a rapid tempo. 
Students typically began practicing tor all-state at 
least fixe months in advance.

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Volume 80 of The Roughrider was published in Marceline, Missouri by Herff Jones, with 1 030 copies printed. The 
Roughrider is completely self-sustaining with money for production costs coming from advertising and book sales. The 
book price was included on the school fee statement at registration in the fall of 2002. There was the option to abstain from 
purchasing the yearbook if so desired. 

The theme was thought of by newspaper editor Leigh Zisko, while drinking pop. Fusion was chosen to represent how 
Roosevelt's diverse population grows and thrives because of even member of its' community. 

Photographs were taken exclusively with digital cameras. Canon D30, Sony Mav ica and Canon Power Shot digital 
cameras were used by staff members, and a few prints w ere scanned for use with a ScanJet 4570c scanner. 

Production of yearbook spreads were created on 1 6 Macintosh computers first semester, and 1 8 Dell P.C.'s as well as 
four Macintosh's second semester. Photoshop 6.0 and Pagemaker 6.5 were used for production of photos, stories and 
layouts. Finished spreads were sent to the Herff Jones plant via zip and compact discs. 

Fonts used were Times at size 1 0 for body copy, Verdana at size 8 for captions, Tahoma at size 9 and Gill Sans Ultra 
Bold at size 8 for folios. In the Student Life section, the headline was Tahoma at sizes 14, 18 and 22, and Gill Sans Ultra 
Bold at size 26. The byline was Gill Sans Ultra Bold at size 24. The Blender box was Gill Sans Ultra Bold at size 18, 
Tahoma at size 1 1 and Verdana at size 8. In the People Section, the headline was Tahoma at size 30 and Gill Sans Ultra Bold 
at size 24. The byline was Tahoma at size 22. The Question and Answer boxes were Tahoma at size 14 and Ariel at size 
1 0. In the Sports section, the headline was Calisto MT at size 1 6. The Fast Facts box was Verdana at sizes 1 0 and 1 6. and 
Calisto MT at size 10.5.
